By officials of the state 
department and by those who were so 
fortunate as to enjoy his confidence nnd 
friendship the death of Baron Sternburg 


• Ss regarded as a distinct personal lo<;s. 


• When ho left Washington May 15 for 
JIIB home- in (iermany, the ambassador 
himself acemed to those" close to him to 


have a premonition that he never would 
return. 


Had Many Good Friends. 


It is no detraction for any man to say 


that the (jernian ambassador, personally 
and officially was one of the most .popu- 
Inr and highly esteemed members of tlio 
diplomatic corps iu Washington. While 
a resident of the American capital he 
became intimately associated with a; co- 
terie of prominent men in civil und offi- 
cial life of whom 1'resident -Kposevel-t, 
Assistant Secretary of State Adue and 
Clifford J5inchut, cliief forester 
of 
the 


United States, were three. They were 
together much of the time. 
Some of 


them were interested enthusiastically in 
athletic sports. 


Baron von Sternlmrg formed an inti- 


mate relationship with' Mr. Roosevelt. 
They had much iu common. Both were 
line students and eminent scholars. Bu- 
ron Sternlmrg, although small of stature, 
nnd seemingly delicate of physique, was 
an accomplished liorseni'ln, and lie and 
Mr. .Roosevelt rode a great deal togeth- 
er. Jn the long rides and walks which 
they took ubout Washington the friend- 
ship which in later years was to be so 
valuable both to America uud Germany 
were cemented. 


Well Liked By Roosevelt 


Baron Sternburg always was a wel- 


come guest «t the White house. He sus- 
tained with the president probably more 
intimate personal and official relations 
than any other diplomat accredited 
to 


Washington. 
During Ambassador Stern- 


burg's official sojourn in Washington, he 
became acquainted with 
Miss 
Lillian 


May Langham of Louisville, Ky., whom 
he afterward married. 


It is recognized here that the sympa- 


thy and devotion of the baroness to the 
ambassador contributed greatly to cheer 
him and to prolong his life. 


Acting Secretary of State 
Adec ex- 


pressed today his great personal sorrow 
«t tin- death of Ambassador Steraburg. 
lie cabled iinmediately to the baroness 
and also, on behalf of the state depart- 
ment to the German foreign office and 
expression of personal and official con- 
dolences.

Wanted to Settle Grudge. 


Young McCarthy entered tlie saloon in

man, with the remark that he wanted to 
get even for some previous difficulty, but 
he was stopped by spectators. McCarthy 
challenged Ueth to play pool, but he re- 
fused. Two games were plityctl with an- 
other parly and McCarthy lost. Crabb- 
ing a chair he again started for Reth, 
evidently intending to brain him, 
but 


others interfered and no damage resulted. 


Makes the Assault. 


McCarthy then shook two games 
of 


dice. By this time Reth was standing up 
at the bar. 
McCarthy struck him on 


the face and knocked him down. In the 
fall his head struck the iron rail at the- 
bottom of the bar and he lay still. Mc- 
Carthy then kicked him in the face uud 
head, one kick taking effect in the right 
temple. The young man was with great 
difficulty pulled off the prostrate 
man 


nnd hustled out of the saloon. 


Reth Was Unconscious. 


From the effects of the assault Reth 


was partly unconscious. At 12 o'clock he 
was taken to his home by John Noe and 
lie lapsed into unconsciousness. Dr. Hahn 
was called and made an examination and 
said the man was suffering from concus- 
sion of the brain and perhaps a fracture 
of the skull, but this was not certain. 


Although the assault was made Satur- 


day night, the police department was not 
notified by Schinski. the owner of the sa- 
loon, until Sunday afternoon. They then- 
marir nil effort to capture McCarthy, ami 
he had been seen at the ball game and 
was also on Main street. 


Could Not Be Found. 


McCarthy must have heard of the ser- 


ious condition of Roth, for he suddenly 
disappeared from his usual haunts and 
tlui entire police farce failed to locate 
him. 
Kenosha, Milwaukee and other cit- 


ies were wired and asked to look out for 
McCarthy. 


Family Not Informed. 


At I I o'clock this morning a press rep- 


resentative called at the Reth home on 
Twelfth street and found Mr. Keth still 
unconscious. Members of the family said 
said th.it they knew nothing of the trou- 
ble in the Fourteenth street .-.aloon: that 
M'r. Reth was brought home Saturday 
night, partly unconscious;' that he came 
to a. little while Sunday morning, but 
bail not spoken a word since and did not 
mention about how he got his injuries. 
A daughter of the injured man said he 
wns ."Hi years old: thut he hud lived in 
Kucine over thirty yciu>; was employed 
nt the Racine Salt Icy Co. as tire setter, 
but the shop was shut down and he had 
lint worked for a number of days. He' 
has .1 wife and nine children.

morning., immediately they searched un- 
employment and were engaged at the 
Parker and Sears homes, where servants 
were desired, giving fictitious names. 
Then came'the publication of the disap- 
pearance ajid-,possibl(v kidnaping and the 
riotfication to their uncle Peter J. Myer.s. 
The girls state that they got away from 
home nlone, that no persons assisted 
them and that there was no man and car- 
riage in the deal at all. It was simply 
dissatisfaction at home and a determina- 
tion to leave. They are still at the Par- 
ker and Sears homes. Whether the par- 
ents will take them home remains to be 
Been.

users. But there was no match trust in 
those days. 


The.matches of today are not "straight 


goods." They are cut on a "bias." When 
the block of'wood from which they are 
cut is fed into the machine which makes 
matches by 'the wagon load every day. it 
is not fed straight with the grain, but 
at a slight angle. The result is a match 
substantial enough in appearance, but it 
has no strength and will break with the 
slightest pressure. 


To test the cheat you have but to take 


your penknife and split a, few of 
the 


matches. Few of them will split straight, 
and you will readily note 
why 
they 


break so easily. 


As Yerkes once said, the Americans 


make their great fortunes through little 
things. Thus the match trust figures. If 
one person breaks four matches in one 
day, how many matches will 20,000,000 
people break in 365 days? The solution 
of the problem, with the cost of matches 
considered, will give you an inkling of 
the "commercial economy" in bias-cut 
matches,—What to Eat for August.

The Southern Indiana railroad was thn 


first acquired by John R. Walsh in ex-

banking linen to a wider financial field 
nnd the methods employed to develop 
the road and finance the other railroad 
enterprises formed a large part of the 
trial which preceded the, conviction of 
the aged banker on n charge of misapply- 
ing the funds of the Chicago National 
bank of which he has been president. 


The receivership which now covers the 


Southern Indiana railway will probably

notified by National Bank Examiner Rns

was president to the railroads in wliicl 
he was largely interested.

R. Walsh had been drained of funds to 
supply money with which to develop the 
railways.

his judgment in investing money in them 
would be, supported.

In short, tbe Western packr 
ers artf preparing a campaign to teach- 
the public to buy and eat the whole be*f, 
and just the few choice cuts of the me»t, : 


from the sale of which, the butchers 
claim they must secure the cout of the 
entire carcass, because of their inability . 
to sell the cheap cuts which remain, ' 
This campaign is to be carried on through 
the' retail meat dealers of 'the country, 
who will be coached on the subject to. 
thoroughly that they will be competent 
to explain the matter to the satisfaction 
of their customers, and it is through 
these retail dealers, that the packers ex_- 
>cct to lay their plan before the public. 


Demand is for Best Cuts."1 


The packers say that one of the chief 


reasons that beef is not cheaper in 
America is that the American people de- 
nand all the best cuts, leaving so much 
of the so called inferior grades on the 
lands of the packers that they are forced 
o keep the price of cuts up' in order 
r> come clear, but that if the sales. of 
the cheapest grades were increased, the 
iriuet, of all would drop materially, and 
he cry of "higher prices'^on meats would 
disappear altogether. 


One of the arguments which the pack- 


ers will use will be from the year book 
of the. United States department of Ag- 
riculture, written by George K. Holmes, 
chief of the Bureau of Statistics. In th« 
>ook Jlr. Holmes tells of the peculiari- 
,ies. of the ordinary consumer in his 
system of marketing, and among other 
hings, he points out the mistake made 
iv the people of limted means in always 
'electing the choice or most expensive 
cuts of meats when many of the un- 
sought cheaper portions of the animal 
are equally or even more nutritious. 


Poor Cooking Responsible. 


One t<f Mr. Holmes' comments is 
*M 


f ol lows: 


Although epicureans admit and chem- 


ists demonstrate that the neck piece in 
toothsome and nutritious, it bears tho 
lowest price. In fact, it would hardly 
be considered respectable 
to ask the 


butcher for a piece of the neck. Perhaps 
a low order of proficiency in the house- 
wife's cooking in the past gave .to the 
neck piece its low place. The story might; 
have been different .had the cook known 
how to utilize the meats in the making 
of attractive and delicious dishes. 
The 


point of the argument is that cheap 
of a good carcass are as good us expen- 
sive pieces when judiciously selected ind 
properly cooked. 


American butchers complain that the 


average housewife has little knowledge 
of the art of cooking. She does not know . 
how to make a ta--;ty dish of the cheap ; 


grades of meat. She therefore buys the . 
best steaks, slaps them on the 
frying 


par; and places them on the table trhen 
she thinks they are properly cooked. On j
